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Priests’ House, Prestbury. This beautiful specimen 
of an old English timbered house was erected during the 
fourteenth century, and until the year 1708, was used as the 
Vicarage. During the time of Cromwell it is said that the 
Vicar preached on Sundays from the platform over the 
doorway, and registers are still preserved showing that 
marriages used to be solemnized on the premises. 
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
